Unity prayer week begins 


After a decade of dialogue, 
‘His promise forever endures’ 


By Deacon James Steinberg 


CORONADO—The 74th annual 
Week of Prayer for Christian Unity 
begins Sunday (Jan. 18), challenging 
“divided communities who no longer 
confess the whole of our faith 
together” to manifest the unity which 
Christ bestowed upon His Church. 


In order to assess what has 


happened in the years since the 


Second Vatican Council's Decree on 
Ecumenism, we spoke with Msgr. 
John R. Portman, pastor of Sacred 
Heart Church here, and chairman of 
the diocesan Ecumenical Commis- 
sion. 


Msgr. Portman, where do we stand 
in terms of ecumenical dialogue at 
this moment in history? 


“Much of the early dialogue was of 
a comparative nature, comparing 
church practices, dogmas, traditions, 
and just getting acquainted with the 
ways of other churches. Some of the 


‘easier’ issues, such as-baptism, 
sacramentality, and liturgy were 
discussed. And it was exhilarating for 
Roman Catholics and Protestants to 
talk at a serious level about important 
issues.” 


But other issues do remain? 


“We have entered into another 
phase of dialogue. Here the ‘hard’ 
issues have been discussed at length: 
the meaning of the Eucharist, 
ministry, papal. primacy, infallibility, 
authority in the Church, and other 
essential dogmas.” 


There seems to be a sort of ‘lull’ in 
the talks right now, however. 
“Right now we are in a decision 


phase, which involves not only the 
hard work of analysis but also the 


hard work of waiting. In our country - 


the Conference of Bishops is 
attempting to develop a critical and 
evaluative analysis of the study

POPE GREETS L.A.—Pope John 
Paul Il has sent greetings to the 
people of Los Angeles on the 
occasion of the city’s bicentennial. 
Los Angeles was founded Sept. 4, 
1781. A year-long celebration is now 
in progress. 

“In just two centuries, the one-time 
Pueblo de Nuestra Sefora de Los 
Angeles has evolved from a handful 
of settiers to a metropolis of some 
three million people of many different 
ethnic backgrounds,” the pope said. 
“It is always a joy to recall my own 
visit to Los Angeles (1976). How 
impressed | was by the many 
monuments to the: faith that were 
planted there and elsewhere along El 
Camino Real by Fray Junipero Serra 
and his Franciscan collaborators.” 


PAPAL PLEA—The pope publicly 
pleaded with Red Brigades (BR, after 
their Italian initials) terrorists on Jan. 
11 to release Italian magistrate 
Giovanni D’Urso. But few people 
expected the kidnappers to pay any 
attention to the plea. The previous 
afternoon they had announced that 
D’Urso would be killed if Italy’s major 
newspapers did not publish within 48 
hours the full text of lengthy BR 
documents criticizing the Italian 
prison system and government. 


Pope John Paul asked the kidnap- 
pers to “listen to that sentiment of 
humanity which cannot be burnt out 
in their hearts.” He asked them to 
“reflect on the gravity of their 
behavior” and prayed that D’Urso 
“may be returned as soon as possible 
to the affection of his loved ones.”

SAN DIEGO — “Martin Luther King 
was a servant of social justice, a 
prophetic voice to serve the poor,” 
said Bishop Leo T. Maher to mark 
today’s observance of the slain civil 
rights leader’s birthday. 


The bishop: issued a statement 
which commemorated the late Dr.

King for his confrontation with the 
“powers of evil” in our society. Dr.

“HE SAW THAT poverty, racism, 
and violence were the very core of 
social injustices from which people 
suffered,” said Bishop Maher. “His 
sensitivity for suffering humanity 
when it, was being robbed of its 


dignity and respect in poverty and the ; 


hopelessness of unemployment, inits 
right to education, to truth and 
freedom...still calls forth our need 
for social justice to prevail,-so that the 
rights of the poor will be heard and 
their voices will be a guide in political 
and economic decisions.” 


Bishop Maher condemned the 
selfishness of those who occupy 
themselves solely with their own 
affairs, thinking that in this way they 
do no one else any injury. “They are 
traitors to social life, for they 
contribute to it none of their interest, 
none of their means,” said the bishop. 
quoting Cicero in reference to the 
common welfare. 


“Working for the promotion of- 


justice in society is not a matter of 
defending one’s own claims and 
interests, but of working for the 
effective recognition of the justified 
claims and interests of those who 
need support and vindication of their 
rights,” said Bishop Maher. 


THE BISHOP said Dr. King’s life- 


“was the embodiment of courageous 
leadership to assist and inspire the 
powerless to develop their lives with 
new opportunities and to overcome 
their poverty.” 


Referring to Dr. King’s vision of “1 
have a dream,’ Bishop Maher 
concluded with a wish that “his dream 
become a reality...so that the 
goodness of God, like a full river,” 
may come “to all. who suffer from 
poverty, violence, abuse, racism, 
moral and physical evil.” 


Bishops: Welcome ethnic diversity 


WASHINGTON (NC)—A commit- 


tee of U.S. bishops has published a 


4,500-word statement calling for 


Americans to welcome ethnic 


diversity and to unite in efforts to 
eliminate ethnic prejudice from 
national life. 


“We urge all Americans to accept 


_ the fact of religious and cultural 


pluralism not as a historic oddity ora 
sentimental journey into the past, but 
as a vital, fruitful, and challenging 
phenomena of our society,” the 
bishops said in their statement. 


“AMERICANIZATION does not call 
for the abandonment of cultural 


differences but for their wider. 


appreciation,” said the statement, 
published by the bishops’ Committee 
on Social Development and World 
Peace. 


The statement, titled Cultural 


Pluralism in the United States, was - 


written by a committee headed by 
Bishop: Stanislaus J. Brzana of 
Ogdensburg, N.Y. 


Calling on both the Church and the 
country at large to understand and 
accept cultural differences, the 
statement urged specific actions 
such as providing parish worship and 
religious’ education activities in 
languages other than English, 
teaching in Catholic schools about 
the Church's broad range of cultural 
experience, including in seminary 
training the history of ethnic 
communities and opening leadership 
positions in the Church “to those of 
all ethnic backgrounds who are 
canonically eligible and qualified.”

VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope |° 
John Paul Il had an African-style 


nativity scene in his private 
apartment for Christmas 1980. 


Reports said the nativity 
figurines were among gifts the 
pope received during his May 
1980 voyage to Africa. 


“WE ASK THAT the public and 
private sectors give consideration to 
those ethnic groups who have too 
long been unrepresented in large and 
important areas of American life,” the 
statement said.~ 


““With special urgency. we call 


public -attention to the continued 


immigration.of the large Hispanic 
population, one of the oldest ethnic 
American groups, which is just now 
beginning to receive appropriate 
recognition,” it added. 

The statement also said that ethnic 
discrimination can take place within 
the Church itself because of the 
existence of “ecclesiastical minor- 
ities,’ such as Catholics of the 
Eastern Rite. 


“THE DIFFERENCES which the 
Catholic Eastern Churches reflect are 
differences of theological insight, 
Spirituality, liturgical practice, and 
Church discipline. 


“Despite the rapidly increasing 
numbers of such fellow Catholics in 
our country, discrimination against 
them in the valid expressions of their 
traditional customs, practices, and 
disciplines seems to persist,” the 
statement said. 


The statement rejected the 
“melting pot” theory. “Any measure 
of reflection would indicate that this 
would not, and indeed should not, be 
the future for America. The total 
homogenization of people within a 
nation is no less disastrous, as history 
shows, than that same process 
among nations.” 


INSTEAD, the document called for 
“integration” 
tion” of ethnic groups into society. “It 
(integration) is a continuing process 
that demands constant vigilance, not 
just on the part of lawmakers and 
public policy designers, but also on 


- the total citizenry. 


“All institutions must reflect this 
commitment in order to live up to the 
American ideal...In a special way, 
because of their moral authority, the 
churches must be leaders in uphold- 
ing human dignity.”

Being part of the Church also 
means caring for the disabled

SAN DIEGO—“Prejudice starts 
with the simple perception of 
difference, whether that difference is 
physical or psychological.” These 
words come from the U.S. bishops’ 
Pastoral Statement on Handicapped 
People; they were written by 
Capuchin Father Bob Malloy. And 
prejudice is something many 
handicapped must contend with 
daily. 

Father Malloy was in San Diego last 
weekend to lead a retreat for mentally 
retarded adults, their parents, and 
persons involved in special ministries

to the handicapped. The workshop 
was coordinated by Sister Kathryn 
Jennings of the Special Religious 
Education Office, and also marked 
the beginning of the 1981 Year of the 
Disabled Person. 


But even the “non-handicapped” 
have to be aware of their own 
limitations, notes Father Malloy, 
because everyone is handicapped in 
one way or another. “We all have 
attitudes, prejudices, and feelings 


toward one another, hidden hurts and 


emotional scars.” 
“FOR MOST handicapped people, 


being a part of the Church and being | 


a part of the community really depend 
upon accessibility,” he said. 
many parishes have ramps for 
wheelchairs, or sign the Mass so that 


those who have hearing impairments . 


can ‘hear’ what is going on? The blind 
can Obviously hear, but most simply 
cannot get to Mass unless someone 
in the parish is willing to take them.” 


The most essential aspect of 
accessibility, said Father Malloy, is 
“accessibility of the heart.” Father 
Malloy is a past director of the 
National Apostolate with Mentally 
Retarded Persons, and speaks 
lovingly of a “mutual ministry.” 


“They've helped me far more than | 


“How. 


have helped them,” he said. “They 
help to remind us of what we could 
have been, or what we could become. 
In these anawim, the Old Testament 
term for the little people, we learn the 
basic value of human life itself.” 


FATHER MALLOY describes the 
end-result of. our modern, technolo- 
gical society, which measures self- 
worth in terms of job or accomplish- 
ment. “Take a disabled or retarded 
person who has been stripped of his 
functions. Do we say they aren’t 
worth anything? We learn from them 
that our own true value does not 
depend upon success or failure at any 
particular task.” 


Even the concept of normalcy is a 
relative one, noted Father Malloy. “At 
one extreme we have the obviously 
handicapped and retarded. But 
others drink too much, wear glasses, 
are left handed, worry all the time. 
Who really is normal?” 


We tend to categorize people, said 
Father Malloy. “We think in terms of 
‘we’ and ‘they.’ But we are all in the 
same boat, and very often our worst 
handicaps are those that come from 
deep within us, the things we try to 
hide or escape from.” 


THE MOST DIFFICULT task Father 
Malloy faces, a task shared by many 
priests, is trying to answer the 
anguished “Why me?” of parents who 
have just faced the birth of a retarded 
child. “They wonder why a good 
God allows this kind of thing to 
happen. And they must be helped to 
deal with their very real feelings of 
anger and hurt. It is difficult to 
harmonize the reality of a loving God 
with any kind of tragedy or difficulty.” 


“It is important for people to know 
that these are natural reactions, and 
that in moments like this we have the 
graced times in which we can grow in’ 
our faith,” said Father Malloy. 


“We come to see-the light of the 
world only through the darkest 
moments of our lives.” 


THE GREATEST challenge facing: 
those ministering to the disabled or 
mentally retarded is one of devalua- 
tion, said Father Malloy. “Very often 
we don’t even realize we are 
devaluing the people we are trying to

The real victims 


In the last year, Americans have had to meet several tests 
of our endurance, hope, and good sense. 


The hostage situation in Iran, undoubtedly, is the most 
obvious humiliation our nation -has ever had to undergo — 
to say nothing of the pain caused to the hostages and their 
families. 


At the same time, the national economy hasn't helped us 
develop an unshakable sense of security. We did have 
some hope, just prior to the elections, when interest rates 
dropped down to somewhere around 15 percent. After 
having soared to 20 percent, the usurous 15 percent 
seemed a blessing. But they are climbing again. 


In the midst of all that economic hassle, too, the 
Congress has been battling over whether its members 
should have another $10,000 raise in salary. Happily, 
enough senators and representatives opposed that salary 
hike to stop it. 


The real victims of the economy crunch are the elderly 
on fixed incomes and the very young families who have yet 
to acquire skills in money management. Sadly, the 
Congress turned a deaf ear to these needs and either failed 
to authorize or delayed authorization of funds to vital 
agencies which deal with the welfare of American citizens. 
These needs may see even darker clouds with the new 
administration. 


The results of the November election seem to speak 
clearly of the temper of U.S. citizens. They are tired of 
getting the axe from elected officials and they proved they 


_ were ready to do something about it—at the polls. | find - 


that refreshing. 


But it may also be asign that Americans are looking for 
the easy way out, the pat answer, the magic potion that will 
wipe away all the trouble without any personal effort or 


sacrifice, without any commitment to mature. 


responsibility on the part of the average citizen. 


But the scope of our problems is too enormous for an 
easy out. It involves international arms negotiations, the 
labyrinthine corridors of power and multi-national 
corporations, the juggling of defense priorities and the 
demands of human rights. The problem spans the gamut 
from a single young person faced with moral questions 
involved in registering for the draft to an entire world faced 
with potential destruction through nuclear war. 


However, to say our country’s problem is enormous is 
not to say it is unsolvable, or that we should not grapple 
with it. It must be dealt with. On the most primitive level, we 
must deal with it to save our necks — in every aspect of that 
phrase. It must also be dealt with because it is our 
Christian duty. We were put on earth to subdue it, not to 
tear it to shreds. We pray to have our daily bread, not to 
corner the market in grain and starve the remainder of the 
world. 


The real hope for our country lies not in the Congress or 
any given political party. The real hope for our country lies 
in the mettle of her people who have, in the past, measured 
up to all the challenges from within her boundaries and 
from without. 


We pray that in the new year we are just now entering, we 
Americans can measure up to the present demand for 
personal responsibility and self-sacrifice.

All evil is ‘impure’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Sexual sins are not the only. 


“sins. of the flesh,” Pope John Paul Il said at his weekly 
general audience Jan. 7. 


All evil acts are “impure acts,” he said. 


“It is significant that Paul (in his letter to the Galatians), 
when he speaks of ‘works of the flesh,’ not only mentions 
‘lewd conduct, impurity, licentiousness, ...drunkenness, 
orgies’ — thus all that which according to an objective way 
of understanding takes on the character of ‘carnal sins’ 
and sensual. enjoyment linked with the flesh —but also 
names other sins...‘idolatry, sorcery, hostilities, 
bickering, jealousy, outbursts of rage, selfish rivalries, 
dissensions, factions, envy,’” said the pope. 


“According to the words of Christ’ in the Gospel of 
Matthew, he added, “true ‘purity’ (and ‘impurity’ as well) in 
the moral sense is in the ‘heart’ and comes fromthe human 
‘heart.’” 


Emphasizing that the New Testament contrasts what is 
of the flesh with what is of the spirit, he said that it is 
unfortunate that today’s. anthropological and _ ethical 
categories tend to consider sins such as jealousy, 
bickering and envy “sins of the human spirit instead of sins 
of the flesh.” 


“At the same time,” he continued, “every manifestation 
of life and conduct according to the spirit is a 
manifestation of the liberty for which Christ has set us 
free... Justification comes as a gift of the Spirit of God. Itis 
expressed in. evangelical purity, in the purity of heart 
taught by Christ and realized in freedom.”

The Sunday Readings 


By Deacon James Steinberg 


January 18, 1981, Second Sunday in Ordinary Time. 


‘Isaiah 49:3, 5-6; | Corinthians 1:1-3; John 1:29-34. 


The time of expectation has come and gone, and 
the Christmas celebration is over. We have entered 
the great cycle of Ordinary Time which will carry us 
through to the end of the year, to be broken only by 
Lent, Holy Week, and the Sundays of Easter. 


Our three readings set the stage for the rest of the 
year: Jesus the Christ truly is the great Lamb of God 
who takes away the sins of the world. The 
redemption accomplished in Him will be a reality 
every time the Eucharist is celebrated, because the 
Lamb will be among us in the very reality of His Body 
and Blood. 


OUR FIRST READING is the second of Isaiah’s 
four Songs of the Suffering Servant. The salvation 
spoken of is for all men, and God’s glorious light is 
revealed in lowliness and suffering. Only by 
accepting this seeming contradiction will God’s 
people return to Him. God’s foolishness truly is 
greater than the wisdom of men. 


In our second reading, we have the introduction 
to St. Paul’s letter to the Church at Corinth. The 
apostle is writing in the mid-’50s of the first century 
to a church he founded several years earlier. Human 
nature being what it is, they have fallen short of what 


rf 


is demanded of them in Christ, and Paul reminds 
them they are not just a simple group of believers, 
but alive in their faith, alive in Christ’s body, the 
Church. 


The manifestation of this faith in Jesus is the 
presence of God’s grace and peace: without grace 
we would not even experience faith, and only 
through His peace do we realize our need for 
forgiveness and the love we must have for one 
another. 


MEMBERSHIP IN the Church is not only a 
privilege, but it places serious demands upon us. We 
are called to holiness, and we have also received a 
vocation to make that holiness manifest to others. 
The glory and light the prophet spoke of in our first 
reading comes from Christ, but He depends upon us 
to make it Visible in the day-to-day world of work 
and family and community. 


John the Baptist no doubt had Isaiah’s prophecy - 


in mind when-he addressed Jesus as the Lamb of 
God. The Baptist is also the “voice crying in the 
wilderness” spoken of 700 years before by the great 
prophet, the last voice, which would announce the 
arrival of the Kingdom of God. 


The Baptist sees in Jesus the Lamb the Servant 
who is to bring about the redemption of all through

the suffering and sacrifice of one; in fact in Aramaic 
the one word talya can mean either “servant” or 
“lamb,” and this subtle play on words is no accident. 


ST. JOHN’S GOSPEL not only bears witness to 
Jesus’ pre-existence as the eternal Word, but also 
records, the Baptist’s testimony that he saw the Holy 
Spirit descend upon Jesus as He stood in the 
Jordan. This anointing charges Jesus with the 
power and glory of His Father, and in Jesus Himself 
we see the fullness of the God who cannot be seen. 
After His resurrection, Jesus will leave the Spirit 
behind to dwell within the Church. 


Jesus comes to us as the sacrificial victim of the 
cross through the Sacrifice of the Mass. It is 
interesting that the host we receive in Communion 
is the hostia (in Latin) which signifies the Victim 
Himself. In Eucharist we recapitulate and make 
present again the fullness of God’s redemption in 
Christ, a fullness which is realized through the 
workings of the Holy Spirit. 


There is a saying that you are what you eat. Think 
of Him we receive in Holy Communion. Think of our 
anointing with the Spirit through the waters of 
baptism. Think of all we should do to make that 
anointing visible to others. And think of all we don’t 
do, but which we are called to do...

documents produced by the official 
dialogues which have taken place 
over the past 11 years. 


“This analysis will involve Church 
leadership, scholars, pastors, and 
laity. And at another level the Vatican 
and parent Church bodies engaged in 
dialogue are analyzing what has been 
presented to them. So we should not 
interpret this ‘lull’ as a loss of interest 
or commitment to Christian unity on 
the part of the Roman Catholic 
_ Church.” 


“Msgr. Portman, what has been 
accomplished in our dialogue with 
Anglicans and Lutherans? 


“Much confusion, misunderstand- 
ing and prejudice have been removed 
as a result of the process of dialogue. 
This is no mean accomplishment. All 
the long, hard hours of study, 
questions, talks, and the writing of the 
documents, and even the prayer, 
pain, and suffering that have been 
expended in dialogue, are based on 
the conviction that Christ commands 
that we be one and that we will do all 
in our power with His grace to remove 
whatever stands in the way of 
Christian unity. 


“This has certainly been done in 
our dialogues with Anglicans and 
Lutherans. The documents we have 
produced are extremely valuable for 
study, and will serve as a basis for the 
next phase in the ecumenical 
movement, that of decision.” 


Where does the Roman Catholic 
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Dialogue merits ‘continued support 


Church stand on the matter of 
intercommunion? 


“‘Intercommunion is a term 
meaning the sharing of the Eucharist 
by two Church bodies who have 
reached substantial agreement on 
the essential doctrines of faith. 


“This is what the Holy Father was 
referring to in his talk to the 
Evangelical (Lutheran) Church of 
Germany last November when he 
said, ‘only full unity gives the 
possibility of coming together with 
the same mind and the same faith at 
the table of the Lord.’” 


Have we reached that level of unity 
where intercommunion can be 
practiced? : 


“Not yet. There are, however, 
certain extraordinary circumstances 
when ‘occasional eucharistic sharing’ 
is permitted. These circumstances 
are laid out in the official documents 
of the Church.” 


The process of dialogue is a 
demanding one, is it not? 


“The U.S. bishops are on record 
that ‘the theological dialogues make 
serious. demands on our Catholic 
theologians and scholars of other 
churches. Together, they have 
carried these dialogues forward with 
ascholarly and religious commitment 
that merits our sincere appreciation 
and continued support.’” 


Msgr. Portman, what is the future of 
the ecumenical movement? 


“1 can only respond by saying that 
Christ founded one Church and one

Born-deaf priest a ‘broken toy’ 


PROVIDENCE, R.!. (NC)—“l see 
myself as a broken toy,” said 


Trinitarian Father Thomas Coughlin, 


the first born-deaf priest inthe United 
States and one of only four born-deaf 
priests in-the world. 


“Our task is to repair the broken 
aspect of humanity and in that 
process, mankind becomes one,” he 
said. The 33-year-old priest, a native 
of Malone, N.Y., has been a trail- 
blazer. 


BECAUSE OF HIS deafness he felt 
isolated from his fellow seminarians 
because he could not communicate 
with them, but he persevered and was 
ordained in Baltimore in May, 1977. 


He served as a missionary priest for 
the International Catholic Deaf 
Assogiation since ordination and has 
traveled throughout the world giving 
retreats for the deaf. He expects to go 


- to the Philippines soon to conduct a 


retreat there. 


He said the deaf have difficulty 
thinking in abstract terms. They think 
in concrete terms so that it is difficult 
to teach them about God and heaven. 
He added that he uses analogies and 
stories to get the message across. 


FATHER COUGHLIN said that 
when he went to church as a 
youngster, he sensed a mystery — 
that there was something there. He 
did not know what it was but he read 
books. 


A chaplain at St. Mary’s School, a 


Church only, and that the divisions 
which now exist ‘openly contradict 
the will of Christ, scandalize the 
world, and damage that most holy 
cause, the preaching of the Gospel to 
every creature.

After being turned down by 
one order because of his handicap, 
he applied to the Trinitarians after 
graduation from Gallaudet College 
and was accepted.

Father Coughlin spoke in a soft 
voice as he used his sign language. 


He added that it is easier to “talk” to 
the deaf than it is to talk to those with 
normal hearing because the deaf can 
lip read and understand sign 
language. 


“DURING HIS STAY he spoke at the 
20th anniversary banquet of the 


International Catholic Deaf Associa- 
tion. He emphasized that the deaf» 


need to take more responsibility in 


“the Church. 


Father Coughlin added that the 
deaf need to be encouraged to 
develop leadership qualities. 


In order to help promote leadership 


and foster vocations, Father Cough- _ 


lin has established the Mark Seven 
Deaf Foundation, whose goals are to 
establish and operate a national 
Catholic Deaf Youth Leadership 
Training Camp; to initiate deaf 
religious vocation programs; to 
establish a House of Prayer on the 
property of the camp, and to initiate a 
moral education seminar program for 
deaf students from all faiths.

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Bishops debating issues of war and peace 


WASHINGTON (NC)—Church 
teaching on war and peace, long a 
topic of almost dire significance to a 
number of Church members, is about 
to be even more closely scrutinized 
by the U.S. bishops and probably by 
others in the months ahead. 


As the result of a series of 
interventions at the U.S. bishops’ 
annual general meeting last Novem- 
ber, the bishops soon will establish an 
ad hoc committee to deal with what 
several bishops contend is the need 
for anew look at Church teachings on 
issues such as nuclear war and 
conscientious objection. 


AT THE SAME TIME, the Military 
Vicariate, the diocese-like structure 
headed by Cardinal Terence Cooke 
of New York which oversees the 
Catholic chaplain corps for the U.S. 
armed services throughout the world, 
has begun circulating alengthy paper 
focusing on the “confusion” over just 
exactly what the Church teaches-on 
war and peace. The paper attempts to 
counteract the broad claims by some 
Catholic peace activists that itis asin, 
for instance, to build or launch a 
nuclear weapon or that the Church 
has abandoned the age-old theory of 
a “just war.” 


Both efforts—the special com- 
mittee and the Military Vicariate’s 
paper—are bound to renew the 
debate within the Church over what it 
should teach on such issues as 
disarmament, weapons manufacture, 
defense capabilities, and draft 
registration. 


At the November bishops’ meeting, 
several prelates questioned. whether 
developments in nuclear strategy, 
including plans for fighting limited 
nuclear wars, meant that the bishops 
should issue new pastoral statements 
and sponsor new educational 
activities designed to call attention to 
the moral problems associated with 
preparing for war.

THE SUSTAINED applause that 
came toward the end of the discus- 
sion indicated general agreement by 
many of the 250 bishops in attend- 
ance that a new look at the war and 
peace issue must be taken. Bishop 


Thomas Kelly, general secretary of 
the bishops’ conference, said in early 
January that an ad hoc committee of 
bishops was being formed to address 
the bishops’ concern. 


Taking a slightly different tack is 
the Military Vicariate’s paper, which 
according to its authors is not a 
theological treatise on the morality of 
war but simply aresponse to inquiries 
by those confused about “official” 
Church teachings on war. 


The paper begins by referring to 
several published statements by anti- 
war Catholics who have contended, 
for instance, that a Catholic who 
wants to remain faithful to the 
Church's teaching must refuse to fire 
nuclear missiles or that, since a “just 
war’ is no longer possible, Catholic 
teaching does not support participa- 
tion on any war. It is those kinds of 
pronouncements, the paper states, 
that are causing Catholics to wonder 
what exactly the Church does teach. 


ACCORDING TO the Military 
Vicariate’s paper, anumber of factors 
contribute to the current confusion 
over Church teaching on war: quotes 
cited selectively or out of context, 
new weapons about which few 
theologicans are adequately in- 
formed, zealousness by those who 
think they have the best insight into 
Christ’s message of peace and the 
difficulty most Catholics would have 
in culling factual data from Church 
documents and papal texts on their 
own. 


> 


On the just war, for instance, the 
paper contends that the Church still 
allows for the necessity of a defensive 
war and that the popes have endorsed 
the work of the United Nations, a 
major goal of which is to defend the 
sovereignty of the world’s nations. 


Similarly, on nuclear weapons the 
paper contends that while the Church 
abhors arms stockpiling, neither 
Vatican Il nor the popes nor the 
American bishops have condemned 
explicitly the construction or 
possession of nuclear weapons of 
limited capacities for purposes of 
deterrence. 


THOSE POINTS probably will 


provide a starting point for the 


bishops’ own exploration of the war 
and peace issue. But the debate also 
is bound to see the participation of 
others who have lobbied the bishops 
for several years seeking an unequi- 
vocal denunciation of all forms of 
warfare. :

_R.G. Puckett, executive director of 
the separationist organization, in a 
letter to Reagan said action on the 
envoy question gives the new 
president “an immediate opportu- 
nity” to uphold the principle of 
separation of church and state. 


THE ORGANIZATION has tradi- 
tionally opposed the appointment of 
a U.S. envoy to the Vatican since the 
first such envoy was appointed by 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt just 
before World War Il. 


The Vatican and the United States 
do not have full diplomatic relations 
and thus do not.exchange ambassa- 
dors. Technically, the envoy is a 
personal representative of the 
president. 


“Whether called an ambassador or 
envoy, the fact is the same,” wrote 
Puckett. “The Vatican is first and 
foremost a church. Whatever its 


claims to being a state, they are - 


secondary to its image and influence 
as a church.” 


THE CURRENT envoy to the 
Vatican, former New York Mayor 
Robert Wagner, is the fourth person 
to serve in such a position. As a 
Democrat, he is likely to be replaced

Taylor, served until 1951. But then the 
post went vacant for nearly 20 years 
after the controversy that erupted 
when President Harry S Truman 
attempted to appoint a successor.

Father Daniel Berrigan, four Metho- 
dist bishops and one rabbi, have
